Öl PERFECT

Member of Territorial Conven-1
tion Says People Will Insist

on Recall Provision.
No halos hover about ihc heails ot

Judges of courts in Arizona, according
to Rev. James E. Crutchlltld. a mem¬

ber of the recent Constitutional Con¬
vention of tho Territory, who is in
Richmond to attend the meeting of tho|
Methodist Board of Church Extension./
Teh provision which would allow th«

people, by election, to remove Judges
from office has been severely criticized
all over the country. U was the cuusu
of the disapproval of the Constitution
by President Taft and ot Senator Bail¬
ey's outbreak and resignation ut tho
close of the last session of Congress.
Kurther, It is the general'opinion that
this provision has postponed the ad¬
mission ot Arizona to statehood for a

year.
"Do you approve of the recall of

Judges?" Asked a reporter for The
Tlmes-Dspatch of Mr. Crutchlltld.
"Would the people of Virginia ha\t,

approved of the recall of the carpet-
bug Judges of the Reconstruction
period?" replied the minister and
statesman from Arizona. "Every Judge,
as well as all our State offlccrf, in Ari¬
zona have been Federal appointees, and
we have not been able to place a halo
about the heads of Judges. The recall
Is another form of short term previs¬
ions for officers. There ought to be
some court of impeachment for every
officer, and we know of no tribunal «o

proper ae the people. The people of
Arizona believe in these principles, and
no man understands their temper who
supposes that they would sacrifice
them In order to gain admission to the
Union."

Held (."tinlrmnnjihlpa.
Mr. Crutchfleld, while a member of

the convention which last autumn
framed the Constitution which Is now
bufore Congress, was chairman of tho
Committee on Committees and of His
Committee on Preamble and BUI ot
Rights. He was also a member of the
Committee on the Judiciary and of tho
Committee on Ordinance,
Asked as to oilier features of the[Constitution, Mr. Crutchliold said: "The

most distinctive feature of our funda¬
mental law Ik the provision It makes
for self-government. By tho referen¬
dum, fi per cent, of tho electors have
tho right to demand that any law
.otvssed by the Legislature shall bo
submitted to a popular voto before it
shall become effective. This will abso¬
lutely put an end to bribery of legis¬
lators, for no cortuptlontst would pay
out ids money to legislators when they
could not determine absolutely the pas¬
sage of a law. By the Initiative, any
citizen can introduce a Inw and have
It voted on at the next election. If he
can secure the signatures of 10 per
cent, of the electors In favor of Its sub¬
mission. By the recall, 25 por cent, ot
ihe electors may demand a re-election
of any man who Ts doomed to have fla¬
grantly violated Iiis oath of olgre or
betrayed his constituents. We do not
anticipate that this will be used to any-
great extent, but we consider that it la
a power rightly reserved to tho peopleMr. Crutchfleld likes the provision
for the regulation ot corporations, be¬
lieving that Arizonn has been injured
by wild eat mining and Irrigation
schemes. There nro sepearato trials
for Juvenile prisoners. No puhllc ser¬
vice franchise may ho granted or re¬
newed without a voto of the people.

NEW C. & 0. ROAD
System Will Build TomiiKli Brenks of

Big Sandy Into Virginia.
The Chesapeake and Ohio Railway

Is about to enter Virginia from another
angl4. Its officers were yesteray
granted a charter by the State Corpo¬
ration Commission to build a road from
the Kentucky line to Grundy, the coun¬
ty seat of Buchanan county, a dlstnnce
of fourteen miles. The concern Is
known as the Levlsa River Railroad
Company. Its officers arc Uecatur Ax-
tell, president; E. W. Guiec, vice-pres-
jldent; A. Trevett, secretary; M. T.
Splcer, assistant secretary; L. F. Sul¬
livan, comptroller.
The capital stock Is $50.000.
Already there Is a line of the Ches¬

apeake and Ohio down the Big Sandy!
River to Elkhorn City, Ky., within a'
few miles of the Virginia line. Tho
supposition hns been for years that It
would eventually connect on the bor¬
der with the Carolina. CUnchfleld and
Ohio, the Thomas F. Ryan road, which
Is to be built through Diekcnson coun¬
ty. It Is presumed that now, without
waitljig for the other road, the Chesa¬
peake and Ohio will hulld through the
breaks of the Big Sandy and reach the
Levisn fork nt Clrundy, touching val¬
uable mineral deposits. The Junction
with the Ryan road could still come
later.
